In his special message, Truman 
recalled his flying visit to the 
flood areas shortly after disaster 
struck. He said he wished each 
member of Congress could have 
been along. 

He said one of the richest farm 
areas in the world had been 
devastated and that the mobiliza- 
tion program needs products from 
the factories of that area. 

Truman emphasized that the re- 
lief program will be carried out 
by federal, state and local gov- 
ernments acting jointly. 

He said he expected to set up a 
“flood disaster administration” to 
operate under present Federal 
and state departments and agen- 
cies. 

Truman said his loan recom- 
mendations are not new, but will 
simply boost available funds and 
cut red tape.

At the peak of the flood, some 
persons were driven from their 
homes. At least 20,000 of these 
are still displaced—living in 
schoolhouses, churches, audito- 
riums, trailer camps, temporary 
housing, or with relatives, 
friends or strangers who took 
them in when the _ disaster 
struck. 

At least five million acres of 
farm land, including some of 
the richest and most productive 
agricultural land in the nation, 
has been badly damaged. Land 
in the path of the floods was 
gouged and eroded, its topsoil 
carried away. At least 30,000 
farms were wholly or partially 
under water — many standing 
under 25 feet or more at the 
peak and remaining flooded for 
many days. When the water left, 
thousands of acres were buried 
under sand and gravel. Thou- 
sands of acres are still covered 
by “trapped water” and must 
be drained. A year’s crops were 
destroyed, hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars worth of live- 
stock killed, several million dol- 
Jars worth of critical farm ma- 
chinery and equipment de- 
stroyed or seriously damaged. 

At least 10,000 miles of fences 
were destroyed —- enough to 
skirt the perimeter of the 
United States. Farm buildings 
were damaged on 17,000 farms. 

At least 5000 small businesses 
were completely or partially 
destroyed. Store and factory 
buildings were swept away; 
merchandise and equipment 


ed. 

More than one billion dollars 
ef loss—in property damage, 
and less of production and em- 
ployment — has already been 
suffered by the industries that 
are tightly concentrated along 
the Kansas and Missouri rivers 
at Kansas City, Kan., and Kan- 
sas City, Mo. 

In many cases, particularly up- 
stream, time was too short and 
trucks too few to allow families 
to save their furniture and other 
household possessions.

S far as politicians and newspaper men are concerned, all 
roads in Europe lead to Paris—and the headquarters of Gen.

Only one man, however, has 
had the nerve to tell the gen- 
eral that he would never be- 
come President—Stanley Arnold, 
New York advertising man who 
has made a study of what names 
mean to history.

Schnabel knew little about Ameri- 
cans and never did learn to admire us 
inordinately, but he was convinced that 
any audience will prefer honest quality 
and artistic conviction to the usual 
condescending hash. A season after his 
unprofitable first tour he hit the Amer- 
ican backwoods and some of our top 
musical centers again. Again he dis- 
regarded his agent and other well-inten- 
_tioned advisers who “knew all about 

America.” Again (if I’m not mistaken) 
he played all or mostly Beethoven. But 
this time the tour was a phenomenal 
success. Audiences flocked across plains 
and prairies to hear him, some en- 
thusiasts driving hundreds of miles. He 
Was recognized as the world’s top 
Beethoven expert. 

“The main argument of his life was 
a simple faith in quality and a belief 
that even Americans would recognize 
the honest article if they were given a 
choice. Though it was a grudging com- 
Pliment to us, it is.one for which we 
should be grateful.

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Bad Engineering 

A shocking expose of slipshod planning and 
careless underestimating of expenses in con- 
nection with the Pick-Sloan plan comes from 
a House Appropriations subcommittee. 

The report is a blistering indictment of the 
Army Engineers’ disregard for public funds. 
Current cost estimates of 182 assorted flood 
control projects now under construction by the 
Engineers run $3,273,933,000 higher than when 
they were authorized. Indeed, the report goes 
so far as to say that had Congress been pro- 
vided with figures closer to the true cost, many 
of these projects might not have been approved. 

These new charges of wasteful planning must 
be added to the basic objection to the Pick- 
Sloan plan. That objection, of course, is that 
the scheme was the result of a marriage of 
convenience between the Army Engineers and 
the Reclamation Bureau, a hasty burying of 
the hatchet to preserve their vested interests 
in the Missouri Valley. Really needed is an 
integrated approach to the connected problems 
of the river, by whatever name it may be called. 
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New progress toward such an approach may 
come as the result of Senator Hennings’ pro- 
posal for a nine-man study committee to make 
an investigation in the area and “to formulate 
an integrated and comprehensive program for 
the Missouri River Basin which shall take into 
consideration the land and water resources of 
the area concerned in terms of flood control; 
irrigation; navigation; reclamation;. hydroelec- 
tric power and utilization; soil conservation 
and utilization; forest, fish and wildlife con- 
servation; recreation; domestic and municipal 
water supplies; sediment control; and pollution 
abatement.” These are all aspects of one big 
job, and it is important that the Congress and 
the people should have all the relevant facts. 

It is about facts—especially the facts about 
costs—that the Army Engineers are accused of 
gross carelessness. Nobody could expect them 
to say to the last precise penny just how much 
it would cost to complete a dam years in the 
future. And the House subcommittee has been 
fair in this respect. It acknowledges that condi- 
tions change, and that some changes in cost 
estimates must be expected. 

The report, however, cites cost increases 
which run beyond reasonable expectations. The 
total increase was found to be 124 per cent, or 
the difference between an original total of 
$2,638,517,000 and the current figure of $5,912,- 
451,000—a figure which conceivably might run 
even higher before all work is completed. 

The subcommittee made allowances for in- 
creases in prices and other untoward contin- 
gencies. But even after these allowances, there 
remains an increase of 30.6 per cent, or $800,- 
000,000, which represents “insufficient engi- 
neering planning and estimating.” This omis- 
sion is most difficult to explain away. And it is 
compounded by the fact that in connection 
with only 25 of the 182 projects did the Engi- 
neers submit more realistic revised estimates 
before requesting funds from Congress. 
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It is almost as if somebody had thought that, 
if only the projects could be gotten under way, 
Congress would be obligated to provide what- 
ever money might be necessary to finish them. 
As the subcommittee says, this involves no 
questions as to the merits or demerits of indi- 
vidual projects, but whether Congress is to be 
frustrated “‘by the lack of reasonably sound and 
reasonably reliable data.” . 

“A private owner could not tolerate such lack 
of engineering reliability without inviting bank- 
ruptcy,” says the report. And it has not been 
easy on the taxpayers. 

Here is reason enough for the recommenda- 
tion that the Engineers’ planning procedures 
be drastically overhauled and improved. The 
subcommittee also would have the Engineers 
halt all new civil projects, except those of 
“grave import.” Such a pause certainly would 
give time for a nodnpartisan, down-to-earth re- 


‘survey of the Missouri Valley problem. 


True, the recent tragic flood has again dem- 
onstrated what it is costing the Missouri Valley 
to be without adequate controls. But such con- 
trols are not provided by waste and inadequate 
planning. What is needed is a fresh, purposeful, 
unified approach. 


Questions for the Police Board

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The School of Hate 


There is much room for doubt that the Com- 
munist-led “World Youth Festival” was the “near 
disaster” for Communism in Germany that many 
Western observers say it was. For one thing, 
it produced concrete evidence that the Com- 
munists, like the Nazis before them, can whip 
up blind and irrational enthusiasm among great 
numbers of young persons. 

Perhaps 2,000,000 youths from Iron Curtain 
areas took part in the prolonged rally. Of that 
number, Western observers estimate, about 
1,000,000 visited West Berlin. These observers 
then conclude that the visitors liked what they 
saw and that they will carry pro-West feelings 
back home with them. Yet, on the last night 
of the show, when 500,000 Red-indoctrinated 
youths were asked to vow to “wreck the crim- 
inal plans of Western warmakers,” they chant- 
ed: “We swear it, we swear it!” 

The West will make a serious mistake if it 
underrates the emotional impact generated in 
this school of hate. As David M. Nichol writes: 
“The fanfare, the handclapping and the idol- 
worshiping of anything Russian in East Berlin 
are immensely effective.” 

Nichol estimates that the number of con- 
vinced Communists among East German youths 
is about 10 per cent, with anti-Communists 
amounting to another 10 per cent. The bulk 
of the remainder, however, is following the 
Communist leadership. This is the group toward 
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which the Communist appeal was aimed and it 
the group that the West, through the Voice 
America and other avenues, must attempt 
win over. 
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What About Mr. Boyle? 

Whatever else is said about the RFC investi- 
gation, and various Senators are saying a great 
deal, one fact remains clear. That is the need 
for a full investigation of William M. Boyle Jr., 
and the relations of the Democratic National 
Committee chairman with the American Litho- 
fold Corp. 

Republican Senators Capehart and Bricker 
demand such an inquiry in their minority report 
to the Senate Banking subcommittee. But Chair- 
man Fulbright and Democrats in the group 
which investigated the RFC contend the Cape- 
hart-Bricker statement is a partisan diatribe. 
So the accusations flow back and forth on a 
political basis. 

Obviously thé Republicans do have good 
political capital in the past affairs of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. The Demo- 
crats gave it to them, and the Republicans may 
be expected to make the most of it. But right 
now the party interests are subsidiary, to the 
interest of the public, which has a right to know 
the full facts in the Boyle case, and tan make 
up its mind as to party responsibility for itself. 

The Banking subcommittee hardly touched on 
the Boyle affair. As Senators Capehart and 
Bricker state: “It is reasonable to assume that 
the subcommittee could have exposed the Boyle- 
American Lithofold affair just as easily as did 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch.” 

But the committee did not expose it, did not 
really investigate it, and has ceased work. Who, 
then, will investigate? 

Senator Mundt has said the Senate’s special 
investigating committee has a “moral obliga- 
tion” to look into the propriety of Mr. Boyle’s 
actions. Certainly there is no more pressing 
question for an investigating committee to in- 
vestigate, and the obligation does not stop there. 

Mr. Boyle, as chairman of the dominant party, 
as a man of great influence in public affairs, 
has an obligation to go before an investigating 
committee and state exactly what he did to 
earn $8000 from American Lithofold. The com- 
pany president has said he did nothing. Mr. 
Boyle has an obligation to explain how it hap- 
pened that the company got an RFC loan after 
employing him, though the loan had been re- 
jected three times before. 

Enough has been disclosed so that the public 
can see the obligations involved, regardless of 
the partisan charges now being tossed about. If 
the Senate does not speedily conduct an inquiry 
in the Boyle case, or if Mr. Boyle evades open 
testimony, the public will want to know why. 


Worth Exploring 

The Barry county municipality of Monett in 
southwest Missouri has become the first city in 
the state to insure its workers against involun- 
tary unemployment, an action St. Louis officials 
might explore with an eye toward emulating. 

Under the program, city employes of Monett 
who are thrown out of work through no fault 
of their own will be eligible for maximum bene- 
fits of $25 a week for as long as 24 weeks. A 
St. Louis city employe would, under the same 
circumstances, get only his accumulated vaca- 
tion pay. 

It seems only fair that city employes should 
be eligible for the same benefits as are most 
workers in private industry. Cost of the program 
is covered by a payroll tax levied on the em- 
ployer. Surely the City Administration can ex- 
amine the coverage; it might even find it has 
the money to pay for it.

The United States has acted wisely in 
informing the Kremlin that the forthcom- 
ing meeting in San Francisco “is not a 
conference to reopen negotiations on the 
terms of peace” with Japan. 


The treaty has already been drafted and 
its “final” form has been circulated. No 
nation is under any compulsion to sign, 
but by the same token the United States 
and the other nations that have agreed in 
large measure to these terms are under 
no compulsiorf to en- 
tertain Soviet at- 
tempts at last-minute 
obstruction. 

This “final” draft 
is the result of a 
long series of dis- 
cussions and a con- 
siderable number of 
compromises. No one 
expects it to be per- 
fect. If there are 
inequities, they can 
doubtless be reme- 
died by negotiation 
in the future. 


They will not be 
remedied at this 
point by the blasts of Soviet and Chinese 
Communists, who are. on the .record with 
the position that the entire instrument is 
“illegal.” 

The very circumstances of attendance 
and signing present their own ironies and 

aradoxes. Thus the Soviet Union, which 
ought the Japanese for all of six days 
and is admittedly opposed to most of the 
treaty provisions, will be represented at 
San Francisco, while the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment of China, which fought the Japa- 
nese for 15 years and supports most of 
the provisions, will be absent. 


China on the Outside 
P’ 


This curious compromise was reached to 
save the position of those governments 
that have recognized Communist China 
and thus hold, presumably, that the 


Peiping regime should be a signatory. 


In the light of the most recent out- 
burst of Chou En-lai, Chinese Commu- 
nist Premier, who has declared that the 
draft violates international agreements, 
is injurious to the Allies, hostile to China 
and the Soviet Union, a menace to the 
people of Asia, ha to world peace 
and unfavorable to the Japanese people, it 
is difficult to see just how Peiping’s co- 
operation could have been obtained in any

case. But neither Free China nor Red 
China will be represented in San Fran- 
cisco except as Peiping is represented by 
proxy through the Moscow delegation. 
Similarly, it has been difficult to arrange 
for the highly desirable signatures of the 
new states of Indochina because India 
will object to their presence on the 
ground that she does not recognize them. 
But India’s signature to the instrument is 
also highly problematical, as indeed is 
even India’s attendance at this moment. 


The problem of reparations, of deep 
concern to the Philippines, has appar- 
ently been solved for the time being 
through a compromise that leaves the 
door open for some sort of future settle- 
ment. This will not, of course, fully 
satisfy Philippine claims, but there is 
strong indication that Manila will go along 
with the whole program because of the 
recognition of the desirability of making 
a genuine start on a settlement in the 
Pacific area. 


Four Pacts for Signature 


It is possible that the Philippine atti- 
tude has been influenced also by the 
fact that a basis has now been reached 
for an explicit mutual defense pact be- 
tween the Philippines and the United 
States. The commitments of this pact 
were already fully understood and felt 
on both sides of the Pacific, but they 
have now been formalized. This is addi- 
tional reassurance, and it is a good thing. 


Actually there are four pacts up for 
signature at San Francisco, There is the 
Japanese treaty itself. There is a bilateral 
defense agreement between Japan and the 
There is the mutual de- 
fense pact with Australia and New Zea- 
land. There is the newly announced pact 
with the Philippines. 

Thus an interlocking group of commit- 
ments is being made. The steps toward 
security in the Pacific are being taken 
and the groundwork for a peace structure 


is being laid. 

These processes are too vital to the 
hopes of the world to make them sub- 
ject to the familiar Kremlin veto. It 
was because we and our allies really 
wanted a settlement in the Pacific that 
we went ahead in the first place with- 
out the blessing of Moscow, 

We can still go ahead without that 
blessing, and we propose, if necessary, to 
do so, as the latest note to the Soviet 
Union clearly demonstrates.

UTH ANNIVERSARY 


Groups to Meet in Lemay to 
Complete Plans for Mount 
St. Rose Celebration. 


A meeting of representatives of 
civic, fraternal, veterans’ and re- 
ligious organizations in Lemay 
and South St. Louis to complete 
arrangements for community ob- 
servance of the fiftieth anniver-

Exhibits tracing the history of 
tuberculosis care and treatment 
during the past 50 years will be 
featured during a two-day open 
house at the hospital, Oct. 6-7, 
from 3 to 8 p.m. Facilities of the 
institution will be shown to the 
public. 

The institution was founded by 
Sister Mary Helen of the Order 
of Sisters of St. Mary, who had 
been stationed in the admitting 
room of St. Mary’s Infirmary for 
many years and became dis- 
tressed over the large numbers of 
tuberculosis cases that came to 
her attention. 

In the process of soliciting 
funds for the hospital through a 
door-to-door campaign, she con- 
tracted the disease herself and 
became the first patient at the 
new institution. She died there 
in 1912. 

The hospital became affiliated 
with St. Louis University in 1928 
and now is an agency of the Com- 
munity Chest.

Teachers of the World Hold 
Parley on Bastion of Liberty 


By ADELE STARBIRD 


MALTA. 

HE Fifth Delegate Assembly of the World Organization 
of the Teaching Profession has come to an end in Malta. 
It was attended by 56 delegates, representing 2,000,000 
teachers. I was the delegate from the National Association 
of Deans of Women. There were also a few observers. 
U.N.E.S.C.O. sent one, Liberia and Israel each sent one, Japan 
sent four, with an interpreter. The Communist satellite 
countries were not represented in any way. We had cordial 
greetings from Yugoslavia. The German teachers petitioned 
for membership, which will undoubtedly be granted. 

Sir David Campbell, Governor of Malta, in his address 
of welcome praised the teachers of Malta for the important 
role they had played in the historic defense of the island, 
urged them now to try to achieve peace through education, 
and hoped that the World Organization of the Teaching 
Profession would give teachers a status commensurate with 
their responsibilities. 

Dr. W. R. Russell, president of the world organization, 
said in his opening address that it was peculiarly fitting that 
we should be meeting in Malta, which had proved itself the 
bastion of liberty, and was an example to the teachers of 
the world to stand fast against all forms of tyranny. 


T 
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WHAT WAS ACCOMPLISHED by this Fifth Assembly? 
First of all, the proposed constitution was accepted by a sub- 
stantial majority after considerable debate. Even its -adher- 
ents openly admitted that it was absurd and preposterous. 
Dr. Russell said it achieved the admirable quality of being 

equally objectionable to everybody, which was a very good 
starting-point for a constitution, because it represented neces- 
sary compromises, and would serve as a first step toward true 
unity. The Canadians opposed it to the end; the Americans 
voted solidly for it. 

The most valuable reports were on the teaching of human 
rights, world citizenship and international understanding. We 
all talk about these things; what do we actually accomplish? 
Dr. Russell has for,years been working on a system for the 
teaching of American citizenship at the adolescent level 
through the laboratory method; it is widely used in the 
United States. Now, financed by the Carnegie Peace Foun- 
dation, he wishes to work out a similar method for the teaching 
of world citizenship, and asked for the active help of teachers 
everywhere. 

Teachers’ salaries are depressed in all the countries ré- 
porting. When it comes to cutting budgets, the old rule of 
the sea is followed with inverse chivalry—women and children 
first. However, it was found impossible to compare national 
salary schedules. Too many divergent factors had to be con- 
sidered, such as accepted standards of living, social taboos, 
taxes, perquisites and benefits.

IN FACT, nothing could illustrate more clearly the diffi- 
culties which face the United Nations, or any form of world 
government, than the section in which I worked to draw up 
a code of ethics which would govern the teacher in his rela- 
tionship to the chile and the home, the community, to other 
teachers and to his administration. 

One might think that a code of ethics would be rela- 
tively simple. We had before us for the purpose of compari- 
son the codes of various countries, including that of the 
National Education Association of the United States. The 
other delegates ripped that one wide cpen, and I must say, 
with cause. The gentleman from Scotland and I differed on 
one point, the Hindu calmly agreed with me, the gentleman 
from Switzerland came in with such force that he carried 
the committee, but he and Scotland were still arguing after 
we had adjourned. In the end, we agreed on a few basic 
principles, with the proviso that their application would neces- 
sarily vary from country to country. 

But if the Assembly accentuated our diversity, it also 
underscored a deep longing for unity and understanding.

Singer Muriel O'Malley's Narrow Escape From the Business World Plunged Her Into Musical Career

FTER a narrow escape from 

the business world, Muriel 

O’Malley plunged into a musi- 
cal career in spectacular fashion. 
As a teen-ager, she won over 361 
other girls in an opera audition, 
and as a student she garnered 
more academic letters after her 
mame in one-and-a-half years 
than most scholars do in a life- 
time. 

Born in Australia, “where ev- 
erybody sings,” she turned natur- 
rally to the musical career which 
has led her through grand opera, 
radio and television and Broad- 
way revues to the St. Louis 
Municipal Opera. This week—in 
“The Great Waltz”—marks her 
third appearance on the Muny 
stage this seasan. Last week she 
was in “The Wizard of Oz” and 
earlier this season appeared in 
“Music in the Air.” 

It was when she was living 
with her parents in Longreach, 
Queensland, in the heart of the 
wool country, that she almost be- 
came a business woman. 

“I was fascinated with the wool 
industry, and I had taken short- 
hand and typing in preparation 
for a business career,” she said. 
“When I was 14, I was offered 
a job as a private secretary in 
a wool office—but by then I was 
too far gone on music and I 
couldn’t turn back.” 

Protege of the famed Nellie 
Melba, Australian soprano, who 
directed much of her early study, 
Miss O'Malley found in grand 
opera her first professional suc- 
cess. When she was 16, she 
learned 25 operas in six weeks. 

“But as much as I love opera,” 
she said, “I love the theater 
more. An opera, such as ‘Aida,’ 
is the same every time, but there 
is endless variety in the theater. 

“Opera may be more satisfying 
vocally, but theater is more sat- 
isfying histrionically, even though 
opera has progressed to the point, 
I’m glad to say, where stars have 
to be able to act as well as sing.” 

Born into a musical family, she 
studied piano as a child of 8 
and dreamed of becoming a con- 
cert pianist. But when she an- 
swered a call for young singers 
for opera, and was the only one 
of 362 chosen for the work, a 
mew phase of her career was 
born. 

Her major study was in Lon- 
don, where she entered the 
Royal Academy and left one and 
a half years later with three de- 
grees, A.T.C.L., A.L.C.M. and 
L.A.B., the equivalent of doctor 
of music. 

Then followed a strenuous ca- 
reer of grand opera, concert 
tours, radio and revues in Aus- 
tralia, Africa and England until 
shortly before the outbreak of 
World War II when she married

“I guess we sound like the 
United Nations,” she laughed.

Peppers Add 
Extra Taste 
To a Meal

REEN and red peppers with 
(jsuen interesting and original 

shapes, as well as their con- 
trasting colors, will be plentiful 
on the market for the next few 
months. We are accustomed to 
using peppers for garnishes and 
sometimes as an ingredient for a 
salad. If we make pickles we 
will, of corse, need both the mild 
and the hot peppers. 

If you buy at a roadside stand, 
be sure to distinguish between 
the sweet and red hot pepper. 
The latter will not only make 
your tongue burn when you eat 
them, but your fingers smart 
when you prepare them unless 
you do’ this under water. Both 
shades of sweet peppers can be 
used to advantage for stuffing 
and baking. The cases have an 
attractive appearance and a very 
good flavor, indeed. It seems to 
be rather customary to scald the 
shells with boiling water before 
they are filled with a _ stuffing. 
This is not necessary, however, if 
you grease them well and pour 
water to the depth of about half 
an inch in the baking pan,

Mental Ills

E laugh at things that make 

us uneasy. Thus, psychiatrists 

and the mentally ill have 
long been subjects: for jokes. Peo- 
ple are uneasy about mental ill- 
ness because they don’t under- 
stand it. 

Actually, there is no more need 
for fear of mental disease than 
there is for fear of an infection. 
There is nothing special or super- 
natural about mental illness. It is 
just as definitely a disease as any 
purely physical illness. It occurs 
simply as a reaction to the stresses 
and strains of one’s whole life. 
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THERE is no single “type” of 
person who so suffers. Anyone 
may have some kind of mental 
illness jf personal, family, social 
or physical troubles repeatedly 
happen which exceed our limits 
of adjustment. We are somewhat 
like electrical devices in this re- 
spect, with a lot of little fuses 
and several larger ones. When 
the overload of troubles becomes 
great enough, we blow fuses. 

How great thé troubles have 
to be and for how long they have 
to continue before reaching the 
personal limit varies. When the 
limit is reached, anyone may react 
in various ways. These include 

such overindulgences as getting 

drunk or drowning troubles in in- 
tensive work or the reaction may 
be what is called mental illness, 
a disturbance in emotion and 
thinking. 

Just as fuses can be replaced 
in motors and they will run 
again, sO can our personal 
mental fuses often be replaced 
by modern methods of treatment. 
And just as the fuse will blow 
again if the same overload goes 
on, so will mental illness recur 
unless doctor, minister, family 
and friends help to remove the 
cause of the troubles for the suf- 
ferer. 

x* *« * 

ONE REASON why sufferers 
from mental illness have been 
neglected is due to the common 
belief that they can’t be cured. 
This is not true. Early treatment 
with modern methods gives four 
chances out of five that a men- 
tally ill person can return home 


without having to be committed . 


for a long stay in a mental hos- 
pital. On the other hand, when 
someone has been suffering from 
a mental disease for years with- 


out treatment, full restoration to | 


normal life may not be possible. 

People who have been treated 
for mental illness will continue 
their recovery best and avoid re- 
lapses if their family and friends 
understand the nature of mental 
illness; if they realize that it, like 
any disease, has 
and definite treatments. 
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What's the Origin? 


EW people would associate 
“peculiar,” “odd, eccentric,” 
with picayunish, meaning “pet- 
ty or paltry”; yet the words are 
more than kissing cousins. 
Identifying private property has 
long been an important problem 
among men. -In the Latin of an- 
cient Rome pecunia was the word 
for “money”; peculium meant 
“private property.” 


The French borrowed from the 
Latin peculiaris (from peculiari- 
um) the word peculier, describing 
something belonging exclusively 
to one person or certain persons. 
Then the English borrowed from 
the French. By extension we 
came to use peculiar to mean 
“odd; eccentric.” as it describes 
a trait or mood belonging exclu- 
sively to one person. 


Picayunish was born of colonial 
days in America, when there was 
a great scarcity of small coins. 
such as pence and shillings, and 
making change usually was dif- 
ficult, if not impossible. Amer- 
ican ingenuity solved the prob- 
lem by the invention of “cut 
money,” i.e., by cutting the Span- 
ish ,dollar valued at eight reals 
(pronounced ray-AHLS) into eight 
pie-wedge bits with a value of 
12% cents each. This is the origin 
of our “bit,” in such terms as two 
bits, four bits, etc. 


Since the real was only one- 
eighth of a coin, and valued at 
12% cents, we can well imagine 
the size of half a real, which, in 
the southern United States, came 
to be called a picayune, a word 
of Carib origin which came 
through the French pecune, from 
the Latin pecunia, “money.” 


Because of the comparatively 
insignificant value of the pic- 
ayune, and also because of size. 
the word picayunish evolved in 
the meaning of “small, mean, 
petty.” 


The expression “to pull no 
punches,” originated in the jar- 
gon of prize fighting. To pull a 
punch is to give the impression 
of punching heavily. but in reality 
hitting lightly and harmlessly. 
The pulled punch is common in a 
fixed fight in which the losing 
fighter appears to be taking a 
severe beating. 


In general usage, to pull no 
punches means to state one’s opin- 
ion frankly, and in strong, bellig- 
erent language. It is similar to 
“mince no words.”

4-YEAR-OLD child can bedevil his mother if she allows 

him to do so by being embarrassed by his behavior. A 

child is controlled in his home. When he oversteps 
bounds he meets with prompt discipline that inconveniences 
him and acts as a deterrent on future occasions. Yelling in 
temper brings him isolation, screaming for a cookie half an 
hour before dinner time brings him a firm refusal and if he 
insists, a seat in the corner. 

But outside the home? When he playing with other 
children and his mother tells him it is time to go home and 
he goes into a tantrum, says he won't go and throws himself 
on the ground kicking, his mother is ashamed of him. She 
feels she is being criticized harshly by the onlooking mothers 
and that she must assert herself.

BETTER REMOVE him by force when necessary. Each 
time a child succeeds in forcing his mother to obey his will, he 
strengthens that will to rebellion and so handicaps himself. 
The child who does not accept authority but takes things 
into his own hands binds himself in the bonds of helpless 
ignorance. 

The child must obey. Regardless of the onlookers, his 
mother must make him obey. If he is an intelligent child 
he will need only a few demonstrations of his mother’s de- 
termination, authority and power to teach him that obedience 
is the better for him. 

No mother’s experience with a child is unique. Nothing 
happens between her and her child that has not happened to 
some other mother before. There is no need to feel embar- 


rassment because a child behaves badly.

EVERY CHILD worth his salt seeks to assert himself 
and every mother must accept the necessity of dealing with 
him, teaching him that there are times when he must yield 
his wishes, his desires and wants to the demands of the 
time and the place and the people concerned. He must learn 
that there is a time to yield, « time to obey, as well as a time 
to feel free to act for himself. 

Deal with a child abroad as he would be dealt with at 
home. He will be quick to take advantage of any change of 
attitude. Children, being children, should never embarrass 
anyone by childish conduct. Deal with them justly and with 
what wisdom can be mustered into service.

White Potatoes Are 
A Big Contribution 


=== By RAMON COFFMAN 


HE white potato is one of the 
great food plants which the 
New World has supplied to the 
human race. It probably equals in 
importance another New World 
product, maize or Indian Corn, 
and ranks above the tomato. 
White potatoes are grown in 
almost every part of Europe and 
the New World, also in parts of 
Asia, Africa and Australia. In one 


year the world’s crop amounts to 


about eight billion bushels. That 
is an average of almost four 
bushels for every man, woman 
and child on earth. 

Potatoes make up an important 
crop in Canada. In the past five 
years, the Canadian yield has av- 
eraged about 50,000,000 bushels 
per year. Most of Canada’s crop 
is needed for home use, but the 
fame of Canadian potatoes has 
spread; there are markets abroad 
which take several million pounds 
of seed potatoes from Canada 
each year. 

* * 


IN THE United States, white 
potatoes are grown from coast to 
coast. The four states which lead 
in production are Maine, Idaho, 
New York and Pennsylvania. 
Other important “potato states” 
are North Dakota, Colorado, Mich- 
igan, California, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. 

Tests have been made to dis- 
cover what housewives look for 
when they buy potatoes. These 
tests show that women want 
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clean-looking potatoes with 
smooth skins. Most of them pre- 
fer to have the skins light and the 
size medium. 

Some housewives like large po- 
tatoes for use in baking, or in 
making “French fries.” Only a 
few gave first choice to small po- 
tatoes; their chief reasons were 
that small potatoes are good for 
boiling and for potato salads.

RIENDSHIP must be as old as 

the history of man—and its 

disappointments as well. In 
two instances, one in English and 
one in French literatuse, a well- 
known writer’s comment on the 
subject was so cynical as to re- 
sult in widespread public ob- 
jection. 

There was the maxim of La 
Rochefoucauld, the French epi- 
grammatist: “In the adversity of 
our best friends, we always find 
something that does not displease 
us”’—withdrawn from the third 
edition of the famous work. 

And a similar commentary by 
Jonathan Swift was defended by 
Lord Chesterfield in the follow- 
ing terms: “Those who know the 
deception and wickedness of the 
human heart will not be either 
romantic or blind enough to deny 
what Rochefoucauld and Swift 
have affirmed as a general 
truth.” 

With minor variations English 
writers less sharp-tongued than 
Swift have expressed the thought 
that adversity tries friends. Ac- 
tually, it goes back to classical 
antiquity. The poets and drama- 
tists of Rome had their own 
words for it. We find it in the 
collection of Publilius Syrus, the 
Heywood or La Rochefoucauld of 
the turn into the Christian era, 
in the still familiar form, “Pros- 
perity makes friends and advers- 
ity tries them.” Yet this is not 
yet the end of the idea’s history. 
Over five centuries before the 
Roman, a Greek poet wrote in 
his own “Sententiae”: 

“Many thy boon companions at 
the feast, 

But few the friends who cleave 
to thee in trouble.”
